WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Nixon called his Urban Af­ 
fairs Council to another meeting 
in the White House today as he 
continued formulating plans to 
deal with the problems of the 
nation’s cities. 
In the first meeting Jan. 23, 
the eight-man team of Cabinet 
members and presidential ad­ 
visers disposed* of organization­ 
al matters, leaving today’s ses­ 
sion open to consider substan­ 
tive issues. 
The emphasis on urban and 
other domestic matters under­ 
lined by scheduled visits to the 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment and the Agriculture De­ 
partment, followed a weekend 
in which the President spent 
much time on foreign affairs. 
With the explosive Middle East 
on his mind, Nixon visited with 
Dwight D. Eisenhower Sunday 
at Walter Reed Hospital to get 
the former president’s view’s on 
the Arab-Israeli crisis. 
A member of the Urban Af­ 
fairs Council, Cabinet officer 
George Romney, indicated the 
line his agency will take in 
trying to cure urban ills. 
Romney, secretary of Housing 
and Urban Development, said 
he hopes to come up with a pro­ 
gram to provide more homes 
for low-income families. 
Concurring 
with 
estimates 


that 26 million new homes will 
be needed in the United States 
over tile next decade, Romney, 
however, said “I don’t think the 
programs 
that 
we 
have 
at 
present 
will 
achieve 
these 
goals.” He indicated his agency 
hopes to come up with new 
ways to meet the shortage. 
Another Council staff mem­ 


ber, presidential assistant Dan­ 
iel P. Moynihan, indicated Sun­

Welfare payments should not 
be considered handouts, he said, 
but investments that will help 
make the nation stable, prosper­ 
ous and happy.

De Gaulle announced the ref­ 
erendum Sunday near the end of 
his three-day trip to Brittany, 
an economically retarded prov­

The president did not give a 
specific date for the vote.

Famed Actor 
Boris Karloff 
Dies At 81 


LONDON (AP) — Boris Kar­ 
loff, the gentle monster who 
created 
Frankenstein 
in 
the 
movies and starred in a host of 
horror films, died Sunday in a 
hospital near London. 
He was 81, had been an actor 
for 58 years and made more 
than 130 movies. He made his 
debut with a touring company in 
British Columbia in 1910 and his 
last movie last year in Britain. 
A gentle, courteous English­ 
man despite the guise he pre­ 
sented in so many fLms, Karloff 
and his wife in recent years 
lived in an apartm ent in Lon­ 
don’s Chelsea district and in a 
cottage near the British capital. 
Although long a resident of Hol­ 
lywood, he never gave up his 
British citizenship and returned 
to Britain to live in 1959. 
He was a polished performer 
who received critical acclaim 
for his 1956 Broadway role as a 
bishop in “The Lark,” French 
playwright Jean Anouilh’s saga 
cf Joan of Arc. Karloff called 
the Broadway role, “the high 
point of my career as an actor.” 
Karloff’s 
Hollywood 
career 
began in 1919, but it languished 
until 1931 when he landed the 
role of Frankenstein’s monster. 
He played the lumbering tall- 
browed creature in only three 
films, but they set the standard 
for hundreds of movie chillers. 
His 
non-Frankenstein 
roles 
were in such equally spooky 
movies as “ The Mask of Fu 
Manchu,” 
“Voodoo 
Island,” 
“The Body Snatcher,” “Isle of 
the Dead,” and “Stranglehold.’ 
Karloff said he was grateful 
for being typecast for horror 
films. 
“The monster was the best 
friend I ever had,” he once told 
interviewers. “Certainly I was 
typed. But what is 
typing? 
It is a trade m ark, a means 
which the public recognizes you. 
Actors work all their lives to 
achieve th a t. . . I got mine with 
just one picture. It was a bless­ 
ing.” 
He was born William Henry 
Pratt in Dulwich, England, on 
Nov. 23, 1887.

The Dutch 
said they expected Liao to be 
flown to the United States Sun­ 
day. 
West German officials and 
U.S. sources in Bonn said Sun­ 
day they did not know where 
Liao was. 
Liao, the first Red Chinese 
diplomat known to have gone 
over to the West, took refuge 
with the Dutch on Jan. 24. 
In one of his routine visits to 
the Dutch Foreign Ministry sev 
eral months ago, Liao indicated 
he wanted to defect as soon as 
his wife and children were safe 
ly out of China. He told the 
Dutch he had been ordered 
home to account for the death in 
the Hague in 1966 of a Chinese 
scientist said to have sold a se­ 
cret nerve gas formula to U.S. 
agents. 
Dutch 
officials 
approached 
Romanian 
diplomats 
because 
they have good contacts in Pe 


king. Two weeks ago at a recep­ 
tion at the Romanian Embassy, 
Liao learned that his family was 
Safe in Hong Kong. 
Dutch Justice Minister C.H.F. 
Polak is said to have told the 
parliamentary 
committee 
for 
justice and foreign affairs that 
Liao “knows an unbelievable 
lot.” The minister said the gov­ 
ernment did not seek intelli­ 
gence from - Liao because it 
feared 
retaliatory 
measures 
against 
the 
Dutch 
charge 
d’affaires in Peking. 
The Chinese scientist whose 
death Peking reportedly wanted 
Liao to explain was Hsu Tsu- 
tsai, a rocket expert visiting the 
Netherlands for an industrial 
congress. He was found injured 
outside the Chinese Embassy 
and was taken to a hospital with 
a fractured skull and spinal in­ 
juries. One report said Hsu had 
been hit by a car, another that 
he had been thrown out a win­ 
dow. 
Chinese agents abducted him 
from the hospital and took him 
to the legation where he died on 
July 16, 1966. Liao participated 
in the abduction but could not 
be prosecuted because he had 
diplomatic immunity. There has 
been no explanation why Peking 
waited more than two years be­ 
fore summoning Liao home to 
report. 


Prison Guards Set Strike 
lf Pay Demands Aren't Met 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
State officials were expected to 
issue a statement today in an 
effort to avoid a scheduled 
strike tonight by Ohio Peniten­ 
tiary guards. 
Al Bilik, head of the public 
employes union’s Council 21, 
said Warden Harold J. Card- 
well a n d 'Martin A. Jams, di­ 
rector of the state department 
of mental hygiene and correc­ 
tion, promised at a Sunday 
night meeting to issue a state­ 
ment today on the state’s posi­ 
tion in the dispute. 
The meeting was called after 
Herschel Davenport, president 
of the union local at the prison, 
announced Sunday night that 
the guards had voted to strike 
at 6 p.m. today if the s t a t e 
takes no action on their wage 
demands. 
Bilik said he and other union 
officials attending the meeting 
outlined for Janis and Cardwell 
the 
guards’ 
grievances over 
low salaries, manpower short­ 
age and the fact that they re­ 
ceive no premium pay for over­ 
time. 
“We made it quite clear that 
the employes have had it,” he 
said, “and are quite prepared 
to take action.” 
Although Janis and Cardwell 
acknowledged the seriousness 
of the situation, they made no 
specific proposals, Bilik said. 
Neither Janis nor Cardwell 
could be reached for comment. 
John McEIroy, chief aide to 
Gov. James A. Rhodes, had no 
comment, indicating he was un­ 
aware of the latest develop­ 
ments. 
The union has demanded a 
$1,500 across-the • board pay 
raise for state employes and 
has threatened a strike if it 
doesn’t come. The union repre­ 
sents mostly employes at penal 


institutions and mental hospi­ 
tals. 
Penitentiary guards have been 
more militant in their demands 
than have other state employes 
and have indicated on several 
occasions that a strike or mass 
resignations were in the offing. 
Just 
last 
Friday, 
Warden 
Cardwell predicted mass resig­ 
nations of guards if a pay raise 
or promise of one was not 
forthcoming. 
Rhodes’ new biennial budget 
carries no money for an em­ 
ployes’ pay increase and the ad­ 
ministration has indicated no 
across-the-board hike is contem­ 
plated.

Editorially Spooking 
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Doubts About Insecticides 


DDT was first synthesized in 1874 
by a German scientist, but it wasn’t 
until 1939 that a Swiss firm produced 
it for widespread use as a result of 
war-caused 
shortages 
of other 
in­ 
secticides. At that time DDT was hailed 
as an omnipotent weapon against in­ 
sects and other pests with no harmful 
effects on plants, humans or other 
animal life. 
Thirty years later, the story of DDT 
has changed considerably. One after 
another, eminent specialists testified at 
a Wisconsin legislative hearing on a 
petition to restrict or ban DDT in that 
state that the chemical may be af­ 
fecting man adversely through sex 
organ changes and by reducing the 
effectiveness of drugs. 
Dr. Robert den Bosch, professor of 
entomology 
at 
the 
University 
of 


California, testified that in some ways 
the insecticide is worse than the atomic 
bomb because the side effects now 
indicated were not expected. 
From all parts of the world have 
come 
reports 
that 
traces 
of 
the 
chemical are being found in animal 
and plant life. Last year it was 
discovered that DDT was responsible 
for the killing of large numbers of 
newly hatched Coho salmon in Lake 
Michigan. Several other Great Lakes 
states are now considering banning of 
indiscriminate use of the chemical. 
Ten years ago many farmers stopped 
using DDT in favor . of newer in­ 
secticides. The big question — DDT 
is in declining use — is what safeguards 
have been erected to insure present 
insecticides do not contain dangerous 
ingredients 
which 
someday 
may 
threaten man and his environment?

The main difficulty, of course, 
would be in getting quick in­ 
ternational action on a treaty.

Harris, who was in charge of 
the Pueblo’s intelligence sec­ 
tion. The Navy said Harris’ tes­ 
timony would be secret in the 
interest of national defense.

ard Lacy, 38, of Seattle, Wash., 
says, “We’re trying to take over 
our files and assume the duties 
of a ship’s crew as much as pos­ 
sible. 
“Of course we don’t have a 
ship, so our only real duties are 
cleaning up the dormitories and 
a fire watch and a phone watch 
set in each dormitory.”

However, income earned on 
gifts is taxable to the recipient.

SAIGON (AP) — Viet Cong 
troops firing from ambush along 
the banks of a canal cut into two 
Sooth Vietnamese companies in 
the Mekong Delta, killed 28 of 
the government soldiers, and 
wounded another 15, military 
spokesmen reported today. 
Viet Cong casualties were not 
known. 
It was one of the worst set­ 
backs suffered recently by the 
Soi^th Vietnamese army. 
The ambush 60 miles south­ 
west of Saigon was one of a half 
dozen fights that flared up Sun­ 
day to the south and northwest 
of the capital. U.S. officers said 
the fighting indicated “a lot of 
enemy movement” but no real 
threat to Saigon. 
U.S. and South Vietnamese 
forces reported killing 160 Viet' 
Cong and North Vietnamese in 
the fighting that ranged from 60 
miles southwest of Saigon to 37 
miles northwest of the capital. 
Eleven Americans and 31 South 
Vietnamese 
were 
reported 
killed, and 43 Americans and 30 
South Vietnamese wounded. 
It was one of the heaviest 
days of action since mid-Decem­ 
ber. 
The worst U.S. 
casualties 
were inflicted on troops of the 
199th Light Infantry Brigade. 
They suffered six dead and 20 
wounded while trying to root out 
enemy forces hidden in bunkers 
along a river bank 22 miles 
northwest of Saigon and five 
miles from the headquarters of 
the U.S. 25th Infantry Division 
at Cu Chi. 
Initial reports said about IOO 
soldiers from the 199th tangled 
with an enemy squad of perhaps 
a dozen soldiers, but later ac­ 
counts said up to 150 enemy 
troops were committed at the 
height of the day-long battle. 
About 300 U.S. infantry rein­ 


forcements, an armored col­ 
umn, dive bombers and helicop­ 
ter gunships battered the enemy 
until contact was broken at 
nightfall. 
Thirty bodies were counted on 
the battlefield by noon today. 
Dive bombers attacking the ene­ 
my positions touched off 27 sec­ 
ondary explosions, indicating di­ 
rect hits on ammunition stores. 
About 17 miles to the north­ 
west, an armored column from 
the U.S. 25th Division smashed 
into an estimated 150 North 
Vietnamese troops and killed 42 
with the aid of fighter-bombers 
from four different bases. Three 
Americans were killed and 18 
wounded.

Stole fees are offerings given to 
priests when they officiate at 
baptisms, weddings and funer­ 
als. 
In announcing his disapproval, 
the Most Rev. Karl J. Alter 
said, “This does not mean that 
the subject could not be given 
consideration by the pontifical 
commission and that in conse 
quence there might be some 
change in the future.” 
He said the association repro 
sented a minority of priests in 
the Cincinnati area.
